Mayor Hugh Stephen proposed Monday that 
Victoria set up a $150,000 pump-priming fund that 
could result in construction of $3,000,000 worth of 
low-rental housing in the city. 

It would be used to help non-profit organiza¬ 
tions such as church groups, unions and service 
clubs willing to sponsor housing projects. 

The mayor suggested the money be given to 
such groups for up to 5 per cent of the cost of a 
project. The groups would raise the other 5 per 
cent required as a down payment and the balance of 
90 per cent would come from NHA loans. 

It was the major new initiative that he pro¬ 
posed in his inaugural address to the first meeting 
of this year’s council. 

But his speech — which took him one hour and 
20 minutes to read — also reviewed practically 
every aspect of the city’s business during 1968. 

It ranged from a warning about the "frighten¬ 
ing” increase in glue-sniffing among juveniles to 
delight over the "astounding” increase in assess¬ 
ments. 

Among the mayor's proposals for this year 
were: 

• A new zoning concept for downtown de¬ 
velopment. 

• Finishing the enclosure of Bowker Creek 
inside Victoria's boundaries. 

• Construction of a new wading pool in Bea¬ 
con Hill Park. 

• A new method for drawing up the city’s 
operating budget. 

• Provision of funds to enable police to travel 
to other provinces and arrest men who desert their 
wives and ignore court orders to maintain them and 
their families. 

The mayor said his proposals were necessarily 
fewer than usual because major programs must 
await preparation of a new five-year capital budget 
that will not be drawn up until later this year. 

Twice in his speech he was critical of the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

He deplored its refusal "to make even a token 
start” on the new Patricia Bay Highway. One result 
has been that the city’s new north-south artery, 
Rose Street, "ends in nothing at our boundaries, 
whence all the traffic funnels back again on to an 
already overcrowded Douglas Street.” 

And he said the government’s new driver de¬ 
merit system had more than* doubled the court 
load of cases, which would result in additional costs, 
coupled with a loss of revenue from the former sys¬ 
tem of fines. He said that if municipalities were to 
continue to pay local court costs then they must 
either be given a government subsidy or allowed 
to levy costs against drivers receiving demerits. 

The mayor said he spent more time working on 
sewage disposal problems than any other subject 
during last year, but, despite increased regional co¬ 
operation, the issue was still at an impasse. 

He said this was because the proposal to dis¬ 
charge sewage into the ocean had generated more 
"emotional and subjective” opinion than any other 
issue. Patience and restraint would be necessary to 
solve it, he said. Continued on Page *

BRADFORD, Pa. (AP) 
— An Allegheny Airlines 
prop jet crashed while try¬ 
ing to land in a light snow 
Monday night, almost pre¬ 
cisely the same way a sis¬ 
ter flight crashed here two 
weeks ago. 

Eleven of the 28 persons 
aboard were killed. Of the 17 
survivors one was in critical 
condition. 

The Cotivair 580. Flight 737 
which originated in Washington 
and stopped in Harrisburg, 
crashed into 15 inches of snow 
on a golf course and flipped up¬ 
side down. That was the same 
way Flight 736 went down 
Christmas Eve, killing 20. Twen¬ 
ty seven survived. 

WINTER STORM 

A spokesman for Allegheny 
Airlines, which has lost only 
three planes in its history, said 
there was no immediate expi(|- 
nation for the similarities. * 

The flight was running s 9 
hour late because of a winter 
storm that swept through tfit 
state.

In defence of the government’s policy and the 
removal of these men from their jobs, Liberal MP 
Robert Stanbury, parliamentary secretary to the 
secretary of state, said that the Corps would find 
other jobs for them somewhere.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S. Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration Monday proposed a set 
of tough noise standards de¬ 
signed to muffle tiie "escalation 
of aircraft noise" around U.S. 
airports. 

The new rules were aimed 
specifically at toe new jetliners 
being planned, including the 
huge jumbo jets that will carry 
more than 400 passengers. 


According to ths FAA, toe 
proposed standards would cut 
the noise level of all new jets by 
an "amount substantially be¬ 
low” that of the noisiest com- 
parable jetliner now in service.

MOSCOW (AP) 

Union launched an unmanned 
space ship Sunday on a 
155.000,000-mlle journey that it 
hopes will end In mid-May with 
a soft landing on Venus. 

The official news agency Tass 
said the Venus V vehicle was 
photographed 90,000 miles from 
earth by an observatory near 
Alma Ata, Kazakhstan. It said 
the photographs were sent to 
Moscow and "the quality of the 
pictures is good." 

FURTHER STUDIES 
Tass said Venus V would con¬ 
tinue atmospheric studies begun 
by the Soviet spacecraft Venus 
IV, which made a soft landing 
on the cloud-covered planet Oct. 
18, 19G7. Venus IV showed the 
planet to be hot and inhospita¬ 
ble. relaying temperatures of up 
to 536 degrees Fahrenheit in an 
atmosphere consisting almost 
entirely of carbon monoxide. 

Venus V, weighing about 114 
tons, was first put into earth 
ordit and then launched into 
outer space from a position over 
Africa. Tass said ail equipment 
on board was functioning nor¬ 
mally and ground controllers 
can make course corrections to 
ensure reaching the goal. 

HAS HIGH HOPES 
Stressing the difficulty of s 
Venus shot, s Tass science com¬ 
mentator wrote: “It would be 
much easier for a marksman to 
solve the problem of hitting s 
flying honeybee from the win¬ 
dow of a moving motorcar. 
However, great experience of 
interplanetary flights of auto¬ 
matic stations has been accu¬ 
mulated by tha Soviet Union." 

NEW EMPHASIS 

His words indicated the 
change of emphasis in the So¬ 
viet space program to un¬ 
manned flights, where it has an 
apparent edge on the United 
States. 

During the U.S. Apollo S 
manned flight triumph last 
month, Soviet experts depicted 
unmanned flight as safer and 
equally productive of useful 
scientific information.

H one of these tovefy plants came to 
Bve at your house on Christmas 
morning, uretodbtediy you wHl be 
wondering whether the bulb can be 
saved and grown to bftxsn another year.

possible, and the most important factor 
here is the ropm temperature.

In its Mediterranean home it blooms 
aibnost all winter, dying down and going 
dormant when the weather beccmes 
hot.

When your plant appears to be tiring 
and produce* no more Hewer buds, it Is 
time to induce dormancy by "wearing” 
it — by reducing gradually toe amount 
and frequency of watering. Too sudden 
a cut-off Is too much of a shock; the 
idea is to ease it gently Into Ms mating 
period. 

When toe leaves show signs of wi ri ng 
and dying, quit watering entirely and 
store toe plant in kti pot (n the 
basement. When toe topgrowto is quite 
dead and dry, cut it down to soil level. 

Next August, shake the bulb oat of 
its pot and repot into fresh sag — any 
kind which wtt grow good African 
violets will suit the cyclamen. Plant 
shallowly, making sure the bulb is right 
side up. Bring to a cool east or north 
window, water sparingly, keep your 
fingers crossed and hope for the best. 


The plant thrives under about toe 
same light conditions as an African 
violet — plenty of light, but not much 
hot, direct sunshine. An east window 
seems to suit It weft, where It gets 
morning sunshine; « south or west 
window isn't too bright for K during toe 
dun days of winter. 

Watering a cyclamen ta a Mt tricky, 
for a big plant w4th lots of leaves h a 
hound tor water, especially If toe room 
is warm. By toe same token, toe bulb 
and its roots wffl rot in aoggy, sodden 
soil. 

Best way is to feel the soft daily with 
the fingertips but wait until it is 
definitely toy to the touch before 
watering, toen give emugh to moisten 
the soil al toe way through. Apply the 
water around toe edge of toe pot, 
avoiding toe bulb in toe middle. Do not 


This is possible, although It Is always 
something of a gamble, for toe 
cyclamen is unpredictable in whether it 
wifi make a comeback after its annual 
retting period. Because toe bulbs are 
auch uncertain starters, toe cyclamen 
phanta of commerce are always raised 
from seed, taking two years to come 
tato bkwm. 

Your first consideration, though, will 
be bow to keep your gift plant healthy, 
happy and blooming for as long as

Mayor Hugh Stephen proposed Monday that 
Victoria set up a $150,000 pump-priming fund that 
could result in construction of $3,000,000 worth of 
low-rental housing in the city. 

It would be used to help non-profit organiza¬ 
tions such as church groups, unions and service 
clubs willing to sponsor housing projects. 

The mayor suggested the money be given to 
such groups for up to 5 per cent of the cost of a 
project. The groups would raise the other 5 per 
cent required as a down payment and the balance of 
90 per cent would come from NHA loans. 

It was the major new initiative that he pro¬ 
posed in his inaugural address to the first meeting 
of this year’s council. 

But his speech — which took him one hour and 
20 minutes to read — also reviewed practically 
every aspect of the city’s business during 1968. 

It ranged from a warning about the “frighten¬ 
ing” increase in glue-sniffing among juveniles to 
delight over the “astounding” increase in assess¬ 
ments. 

Among the mayor’s proposals for this year 
were: 

• A new zoning concept for downtown de¬ 
velopment. 

• Finishing the enclosure of Bowker Creek 
inside Victoria’s boundaries. 

• Construction of a new wading pool in Bea¬ 
con Hill Park. 

• A new method for drawing up the city’s 
operating budget. 

• Provision of funds to enable police to travel 
to other provinces and arrest men who desert their 
wives and ignore court orders to maintain them and 
their families. 

The mayor said his proposals were necessarily 
fewer than usual because major programs must 
await preparation of a new five-year capital budget 
that will not be drawn up until later this year. 

Twice in his speech he was critical of the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

He deplored its refusal “to make even a token 
start” on the new Patricia Bay Highway. One result 
has been that the city’s new north-south artery. 
Rose Street, “ends in nothing at our boundaries, 
whence all the traffic funnels back again on to an 
already overcrowded Douglas Street.” 

And he said the government’s new driver de¬ 
merit system had more than doubled the court 
load of cases, which would result in additional costs, 
coupled with a loss of revenue from the former sys¬ 
tem of fines. He said that if municipalities were to 
continue to pay local court costs then they must 
either be given a government subsifly or allowed 
to levy costs against drivers receiving demerits. 

The mayor said he spent more time working on 
sewage disposal problems than any other subject 
during last year, but, despite increased regional co¬ 
operation, the issue was still at an impasse. 

He said this was because the proposal to dis¬ 
charge sewage into the ocean had generated more 
“emotional and subjective” opinion than any other 
issue. Patience and restraint would be necessary to 
solve it, he said. Continued on Page 2

Over Garbage

There was a new storm 
forming Saturday night that 
threatens to create a bigger 
snarl for Greater Victoria’s 
garbage collection than the 
heavy snows of last week. 

It could, according to some 
of the people involved, mean 
that: 

• All existing dumps are 
operating illegally. 

• If changes aren’t made 
collection could become more 
expensive. 

• One result could be no 
garbage collection at all for 
16,000 to 20.000 people in the 
Langford - Cohvood-Metchosin- 
Sooke areas. 

* * * 

Midstream Road dump 
operators are continuing to 
accept and bum refuse. They 
had been told that burning 
must stop by Jan. 1 and that 
they must live up to a 25-point 
program set out for them by 
the area health board. 

One of the operators, 
Robert Scafe, said Saturday 
night he had planned to close 
his dump, but had changed his 
mind after making an investi¬ 
gation. 


He had learned, he said, 
that regulations concerning 
garbage disposal are in the 
hands of the provincial pollu¬ 
tion control board and not the 
regional health board. 

It was necessary, he said, to 
obtain a permit from the 
provincial body before operat¬ 
ing a garbage dump. 

★ * ★ 

“I asked the top man if 
anyone in Victoria had such a 
permit and he said the answer 
was no,” Mr. Scafe said. 
“Then I asked him if anyone 
had applied for such a permit 
and he again told me the 
answer was no.” 

A. W. Patenaude, who col¬ 
lects garbage in the Coiwood- 
Langford - Metchoain - Sooke 
areas said he had learned that 
private concerns cannot hold 
such permits. They must be 
applied for by municipalities 
or water districts, he said. 

The Hartland Road dump, 
which would be the site 
earmarked for all refuse if 
the Millstream Road dumps 
were closed, is operated by a 
private concern. 


The. no-burning regulation 
and 29 rules set out for the 
dumps were authorized by 
Greater Victoria medical 
health officer Dr. J. L. M. 
Whitbread, 

Told of the claims that were 
being made and the decision 
of the Millstream Road dump 
operators to defy the regula¬ 
tions, Dr. Whitbread said: 

“I'll have to look into that 
next week.”

Mayor Hugh Stephen proposed Monday that 
Victoria set up a $150,000 pump-priming fund that 
could result in construction of $3,000,000 worth of 
low-rental housing in the city. 

It would be used to help non-profit organiza¬ 
tions such as church groups, unions and service 
clubs willing to sponsor housing projects. 

The mayor suggested the money be given to 
such groups for up to 5 per cent of the cost of a 
project. The groups would raise the other 5 per 
cent required as a down payment and the balance of 
90 per cent would come from NHA loans. 

It was the major new initiative that he pro¬ 
posed in his inaugural address to the first meeting 
of this year’s council. 

But his speech — which took him one hour and 
20 minutes to read — also reviewed practically 
every aspect of the city’s business during 1968. 

It ranged from a warning about the “frighten¬ 
ing” increase in glue-sniffing among juveniles to 
delight over the “astounding" Increase in assess¬ 
ments. 

Among the mayor's proposals for this year 
were: 

• A new zoning concept for downtown de¬ 
velopment. 

• Finishing the enclosure of Bowker Creek 
inside Victoria’s boundaries. 

• Construction of a new wading pool in Bea¬ 
con Hill Park. 

• A new method for drawing up the city’s 
operating budget. 

• Provision of funds to enable police to travel 
to other provinces and arrest men who desert their 
wives and ignore court orders to maintain them and 
their families. 

The mayor said his proposals were necessarily 
fewer than usual because major programs must 
await preparation of a new five-year capital budget 
that will not be drawn up until later this year. 

Twice in his speech he was critical of the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

He deplored its refusal "to make even a token 
start” on the new Patricia Bay Highway. One result 
has been that the cjty’s new north-south artery, 
Rose Street, “ends in nothing at our boundaries, 
whence all the traffic funnels back again on to an 
already overcrowded Douglas Street.” 

And he said the government’s new driver de¬ 
merit system had more than doubled the court 
load of cases, which would result in additional costs, 
coupled with a loss of revenue from the former sys¬ 
tem of fines. He said that if municipalities were to 
continue to pay local court costs then they must 
either be given a government subsidy or allowed 
to levy costs against drivers receiving demerits. 

The mayor said he spent more time working on 
sewage disposal problems than any other subject 
during last year, but, despite increased regional co¬ 
operation, the issue was still at an impasse. 

He said this was because the proposal to dis¬ 
charge sewage into the ocean had generated more 
“emotional and subjective" opinion than any other 
issue. Patience and restraint would be necessary to 
solve it, he said. Continued on Page Z
